JOSEPH WESLEY HARPER, JR. 


THE honored head for the better part of a 
generation of a great house, a scholar who 
expressed his scholarship chiefly through his 
judgment on the works of others, except when 
it was made manifest in his delightful letters 
to his friends, a man whose geniality, good- 
fellowship in the best sense of the word, and 
strong sense of humor, often made life pleasant- 
er and easier for others as well as for himself 
—this makes the record by which Joseph 
Wesley Harper, Jr., endeared to many friends, 
will be long remembered by them. 

Mr. Harper, like most of that famous name, 
was a man thoroughly trained for his work. 
He was the son of the gentlest of the four 
brothers, and those who knew him well could 
always recognize beneath the surface that 
strain of gentle and sweet refinement which 
came to him from his father. He graduated 
from Columbia College nearly half a century 
ago, doubtless getting out of his work there all 
the enjoyment of an exuberant boyhood, but 
laying the foundations at the same time ofa 
true and working scholarship. Thence he 
came, before 1850, into the service of the 
Harper house, going through the thorough ap- 
prentice work which that family has always 
required of the juniors to fit them for their 
work inthe future. Many are the legends at 
Franklin Square of the good-natured pranks 
which he played upon the sedate visitors to his 
quiet father and to the other members of the 
firm, and it was a pleasure in after years to 
hear him, in hours of relaxation, hark back to 
those old days. His genuine ability and his 
literary tastes brought him to the fore when, 
after twenty years of junior service, he became 
in 1869 a member of the firm, taking the stroke- 
oar work of its relations with authors, and of 
such literary decisions as were made outside the 
council-room of the family firm. In the course 
of these relations there grew up many charm- 
ing personal intimacies which added greatly 
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to the richness of his life, and tothelife of those 
who enjoyed his friendship. Among these, and 
first among them, was the relation between Mr, 
Harper and George William Curtis—a relation 
of love and honor on both sides. Nothing in 
the history of the firm was finer than its decis- 
ion, largely influenced by Mr. Joseph W. Har. 
per, Jr., to stand by Mr, Curtis in the break of 
twelve years ago, when heart ties which bound 
both Mr. Curtis and the Harper family to the 
party of their long devotion were to be be sun- 
dered, and an editorial new departure taken 
which involved no little probability of pecuni- 
ary sacrifice. 

It often took a good while to do business 
with Mr. Harper—especially in that delightful 
inner sanctum which was built into the old 
structure after his cultured taste began to 
show itself in the house, and which was glori- 
fied by Mr. Curtis’s felicitous distich over the 
mantel— 

‘* My flame expires ; but let true hands pass on 

An unextinguished torch from sire to son ’’— 
because of his unending fund of stories and 
reminiscences which were of abiding delight 
even to the editor or author who knew that 
work was waiting above-stairs. Oftentimes 
these seeming digressions had a definite pur- 
pose ; indeed, with some men it was his hab- 
it, rather mischievously, to entertain them so 
pleasantly that they did not find opportunity 
to put the demand or desire which he knew was 
in their minds, and to which he did not wish to 
give a direct refusal. It was not always easy for 
him in business relations, with the training of a 
house where all power was concentrated and all 
decisions made within the family circle, to ap- 
preciate outside points of view; but when 
any misunderstandings arose from this reason 
nothing could better make the paths clear 
than one of ‘‘ Mr. Joe’s” letters. His business 
as well as personal correspondence was written, 
almost invariably, in his clear, firm hand, 
and in the personal letters there was a tender- 
ness, a sincere friendship, a real scholarship, 
shown often by a quotation from the classics, 
and a play of humor, that made his letters 
really gems in epistolary literature. His clear 
judgment and keen common sense were of great 
and direct usefulness when there were tangles to 
be straightened out. When the firmat last took 
its important stand in the later history of the 
copyright movement, Mr. Harper personally 
came into the work with great vigor, close per- 
sonal application, and alert tact, to which qual- 
ities the final success of the copyright com- 
promise was largely due. 

His calling of publisher was one in which 
he felt especially happy, but there was no pro- 
fession in which his qualities would not have 
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made him a marked and welcome associate. 
It is true of him, as it was true of Mr. Ran- 
dolph, although he was a quite different kind 
of man, that it is almost impossible to give to 
those who did know him an adequate sense 
of his personality and his happy presence. 
The later years of his life were much clouded 
with physical pain, but these shadows could not 
dim the natural brightness of his disposition or 
his enioyment of life, or the enjoyment by oth- 
ersof his characterand kindliness. The house 
of Harper has had on its honor-roll in its three 
generations an unusual number of men of 
marked character, but among them all no one 
will be more pleasantly and affectionately re- 
membered than he who has just passed from 
among us. The flame of his life expires, but 
the unextinguished torch is passed on. 





Ss. C. GRIGGS AND JOEL WHITE RE- 
TIRE FROM THE BOOK TRADE. 


EARLY this year Mr. Griggs was stricken 
with paralysis, from which he has not yet re- 
covered. After months of waiting, and uncer- 
tain whether, in the event of recovery, he 
might ever again be able to resume his place as 
the active head of his publishing house, he 
decided last week to retire and sold his entire 
business to Scott, Foresman & Co. 

Samuel Chapman Griggs comes of old New 
England stock, and was born close to three 
score and ten years ago in Connecticut. He 
received his education in Hamilton, N. Y., and 
in 1848 removed to Chicago, where he associ- 
ated himself with Barlow & Co. Two years 
later the firm of S. C. Griggs & Co. became 
known to the trade. Steadily through the in- 
tegrity, industry, and enterprise of its senior 
the firm rose to a high position, and weathered 
unshaken a panic and the two disastrous fires 
of 1868 and 1871. 

In 1866 E. L. Jansen, D. B. Cooke, A. C. 
McClurg, and F. B. Smith, who had all been 
for some time connected with Mr. Griggs, were 
admitted to partnership. Shortly after the 
great fire in 1871 the copartnership expired by 
limitation, and the younger men withdrew to 
organize the retail book and stationery and 
jobbing firm of Jansen, McClurg & Co., now 
A.C. McClurg & Co., while Mr. Griggs con- 
tinued the publishing business under the old 
firm-name, 

Mr. Griggs never ‘swerved from his prin- 
ciple to choose books for publication for 
their literary worth rather than for their 
marketable value. In consequence he built 
up slowly a list which, while it may not 
be considered a showy one by those who 
are attracted by tinsel and glitter, is neverthe- 
less a solid and steady-selling one. Roberts’s 
‘Rules of Order” hasrun well into a quar- 
ter of a million copies; Anderson’s ‘‘ Norse 
Mythology” has been translated into seven 
languages, and has had as large a sale in 
Europe as it has enjoyed in this country; the 
Essays of Dr. William Matthews, ‘‘ Getting 
On in the World,” ‘‘ Words: their use and 
abuse”; Dr. Winchell’s works on geology, and 
so on through thelist, have long had a place on 
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the lists of the important educational institu- 
tions of this country, and sell as steadily as 
ever. The successors to the old firm may, 
therefore, be congratulated upon their acqui- 
sition of this list. 

Scott, Foresman & Co. were incorporated in 
1888 as Albert, Scott & Co. In the beginning 
of the present year the firm was reorganized 
under its present name, and then purchased the 
school-book publishing business of George 
Sherwood & Co. Withthe acquisition of the 
business of S. C. Griggs & Co. the house now 
assumes a position in the front rank of the 
Western publishingtrade. Charles E. Fielden, 
who was for some time the right-hand man of 
Mr. Griggs, has associated himself with the 
successors to his former employer. 


Jor, WHITE, the patriarch of the Southern 
book trade, who sixty-three years ago first 
hung out his sign over a book-store in Tusca- 
loosa, then the capital of Alabama, has sold 
his interest to his former clerks and partners, 
L. N. Woodruff and Ed. C. Fowler, and at the 
age of almost four score and ten years retires 
into private life, to enjoy a long-needed and 
certainly well-earned rest. 

In 1833, as already stated, Mr. White opened 
a book-store in the classic former capital of 
Alabama. Fitted by cultivation and tempera- 
ment, and surrounded by the atmosphere of 
literary excellence, it was but natural that he 
should find the vocation of a bookseller con- 
genial, and that he should become prominent 
in the calling. In those days the university 
was in its youth, but nevertheless was well 
attended. Mr. White soon became a favorite 
with the faculty and the students, and before 
long his shop became the sort of rendezvous for 
the scholars of the Southern Athens that 
Ticknor & Field’s ‘‘old corner” was for the 
‘* Hub.” 

In 1847 Mr. White followed the capital to 
Montgomery and broadened out his business in 
a new and more promising field. He first set- 
tled on South Perry Street, from which he re- 
moved to the larger quarters at the present 
Exchange Hotel corner. While at this stand 
the late A. P. Pfister became Mr. White’s 
partner, and the firm became White & Pfister. 
In 1856 the junior partner died and the firm- 
name again became Joel White. In 1880 Mr. 
White moved into his own building on Dexter 
Avenue. 

The era of the present firm began in 1892, 
when Mr. White sold an interest in the busi- 
ness to Mr. L. N. Woodruff and changed the 
style of the firm to Joel White & Woodruff. 
Mr. Fowler became a partner in 1893, when the 
firm became White, Woodruff & Fowler. 

Mr. Woodruff has been for upwards of 
twenty-six years Mr. White’s right arm both as 
clerk and partner. In him the heritage of 
sound business judgment and established cus- 


| toms which have made the house notable for so 


many years, is happily placed ; he is a worthy 
successor to Mr. White, and he has with hima 
partner who is also well grounded in the book 
and stationery business. The best wishes of 
the trade are extended to the veteran, who may 
retire into the enjoyment of his rest with a 
consciousness of work well done, and are also 
extended tothe men whom he has trained to 
preserve the business monument which he took 
such pride in rearing.

Randolph’s memory on this occasion.” 

The wide-spreading grief at his loss, in his 
old summer home, is touching. The old colored 
porter on the car running to Caldwell last week 
said to an old friend : ‘‘ When is Mr. Randolph 
coming? Ihave been waiting for him all 
summer.” He was quite affected when in- 
formed of Mr. Randolph’s death. 

An old friend, J. H. Hickcox, of Washington, 
D. C., in expressing his approval of our tribute 
to his memory, closes his letter with these 
words: ‘‘Dear old man! How we all loved 
him! The best thing I can say now is this—l 
never want to forget him.”

JOSEPH WESLEY HARPER. 


TWENTY-SIX years after the sudden death of 
his gentle and widely-loved father, comes that 
of Joseph Wesley Harper, Jr., who was until 
two years ago the senior member of the firm of 
Harper & Brothers. Mr. Harper had been for 
many years a sufferer from rheumatism. 
About three weeks ago he was taken critically 
‘ll at his home, 562 Fifth Avenue, New York, 
but he seemed on the point of recovery on the 
afternoon of the 2Ist inst., when there was a 
relapse, and, at two o'clock, the end came sud- 
denly. 

Mr. Harper was the son of that Joseph Wes- 
ley Harper who, when the firm was organized 
in 1817, entered the employ of J. & J. Harper 
as an apprentice, his companion being his 
younger brother Fletcher. He was born in 
Brooklyn, March 16, 1830. He was known for 
many years as ‘‘ Brooklyn Joe”’ because of this 
circumstance, to distinguish him from the other 
members of the family bearing the same bap- 
tismal name. He was educated at Anthon’s 
Grammar School, famous in its day as the best 
in New York City. Its founder, Prof. Anthon, 
was no less a disciplinarian than an educator, 
and was the man of whom it was said that his 
luncheon was the delight he got from flogging 
delinquents with the rattan, which he substi- 
tuted for the ferule. Afterthe exacting course 
of Prof. Anthon, Mr. Harper went to Columbia 
College, from which he was graduated in 1848 
with the Rev. Dr. Morgan Dix and Dr. Will- 
iam H. Draper, and in which he never ceased 
to take an active interest. For twenty years 
he was a trustee of the college. His attention 
to it continued to the last, and he was present 
at the recent dedication of the university’s new 
site on Morningside Heights. 

Shortly after he left college Mr. Harper en- 
tered the employ of Harper & Brothers in ex- 
actly the same way his father had done—as an 
apprentice. It is a commendable rule of that 
house thatits younger members must acquaint 
themselves with the minor and practical details 
of the business before they are called to a supe- 
rior station. So Mr. Harper began at the print- 
er’s case, and when he had mastered the art of 
setting type he was advanced by'slow stages 
until, in 1869—that is, twenty years after his 
entrance into business life—he was deemed 
qualified to be admitted as a member of the firm. 

His father, whom he resembled in so many 
of his personal characteristics, had been the 
literary member of the publishing family, and 
it seemed that the son had inherited this qual- 
ity also. He had always been an unremitting 
and thorough student at college, and was es- 
pecially devoted to the classics and literature 
in general. To this devotion he remained 
faithful ever after, and when he became a mem- 
ber of the firm his ability as an arbiter of good 
work on the part of authors, his broad views of 
literature, and his correct judgment of public 
sentiment were always recognized by his asso- 
clates, He was a persistent reader up to the 
time of his death, and so kept himself thor- 
oughly posted on the literature and thought of 
the day. He naturally became thoroughly 
familiar with many authors, and of a number 
of the more famous he was the intimate friend. 

His personality was charming, and it might 
be said of him as of his father that no one 
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could be long in his presence without feeling 
at home. The most sensitive author found in 
him a sympathetic friend and adviser. If a 
manuscript was to be declined, the declining 
was always done in the kindest manner, and 
the disappointment softened, not infrequently, 
with suggestions and advice that gave the un- 
successful applicant fresh heart and hope. 
His perfection as a letter-writer was generally 
acknowledged. His penmanship was ofthe old 
and careful type, every letter being formed 
with a precision that gave assurance that the 
expression of which it formed a part had re- 
ceived thoroughconsideration. The manner of 
his letters was a model of expression, and 
many an author has saved communications 
from him as models of epistolary style. In his 
dealings with the men and women whose 
brain products his firm gave tothe public, he 
was, in the main, personal; that is to say, he 
dealt with them directly, both verbally and by 
letter. He was equally happy as an enter- 
tainer and as a speaker on public occasions. 

Mr. Harper was methodical toadegree. He 
was to be found at his desk regularly at 9:30 
o’clock in the morning and remained at work 
until 5 o’clock in the winter months, and even 
later in the spring and summer. 

After nearly half a century’s devotion to 
business he passed the ‘‘ unextinguished torch”’ 
to his son, Henry Sleeper Harper, in 1894. 
Even then he did not abate his interest in lit- 
erature or in his other favorite studies, but he 
always kept abreast of affairs that had formerly 
engaged his attention in literary, social, and 
business lines. 

Upon his retirement from active business he 
was the eldest of the second generation of the 
Harpers, of whom John W. Harper, Jos. Abner 
Harper, and James Thorne Harper are the sole 
survivors. James Thorne Harper is still a 
young man, being in fact younger than two of 
the third generation now in the firm. 

Mr. Harper, as already noted, was a trustee 
of Columbia College for more than twenty 
years, a vestryman of St. Thomas’s Church for 
twenty years, a member of the Century, Uni- 
versity, and Metropolitan clubs, and of the 
New York Historical Society and the Long 
Island Historical Society. Mr. Harper leaves a 
widow, a married daughter, the wife of Lieut. 
Bradley A. Fiske, of the U. S. Navy, and two 
sons, Henry Sleeper Harper, a member of the 
firm of Harper & Brothers, and William Armi- 
tage Harper, who is now on a trip around the 
world, besides the grandson, Harper Silliman, 
who has been the joy of his immediate house- 
hold since the death of the older daughter, 
Mrs.Chas. A. Silliman. Mr. Harper was buried 
on the 24th inst. As St. Thomas’s Church is 
under repair, the services were held in St. 
Thomas’s Chapel, 230 East 60th Street, between 
Second and Third Avenues.

inst. Mr. Gibson was born at Sandy Hook, 
Conn., Oct. 5, 1850. After his Connecticut 
schooling Mr. Gibson attended the Polytechnic 
Institute, Brooklyn. Having decided to devote 
himself to art as an illustrator, he became a 
specialist in botanical drawing for the Ameri- 
can Agriculturist and The Hearth and Home. 
He drew natural history subjects for the 
‘“‘American Cyclopedia” and furnished illus- 
trations for magazine articles. He obtained a 
foothold with the Harpers by an illustrated 
article on ‘‘ Birds of Plumage.” Thereafter 
he was a frequent and valued contributor to 
Harper's Magazine. His literary composition 
was as carefully prepared as were his sketches, 
which in natural history and botany were 
drawn with microscopic fidelity. He published 
several volumes, including ‘‘A Winter Idyl,” 
‘* Springtime,” ‘‘ The Heart of the White Moun- 
tains,” ‘‘ Pictorial Edition of Longfellow,” ‘‘In 
Berkshire with the Wild Flowers,” written by 
Dora and Elaine Goodale; ‘‘Camp Life in the 
Woods” and the ‘‘Tricks of Trapping and 
Trap-Making,” ‘‘Complete American Trapper,” 
‘‘Highways and Byways, or, saunterings in 
New England,” ‘‘Sharp Eyes, a Rambler’s 
Calendar of Fifty-two Weeks Among In- 
sects, Birds, and Flowers,” ‘‘ Happy Hunting 
Grounds, a Tribute to the Woods and Fields,” 
and ‘‘ Our Edible Mushrooms,” his last book. 


BisHoP ARTHUR CLEVELAND COXE, of the Prot- 
estant Episcopal diocese of Western New York, 
died at the Sanitarium in Clifton Springs, N. Y., 
on the 2oth inst. Bishop Coxe (he added a final 

e”’ to the name his father bore) was born in 
Mendham, N. J., May to, 1818. His father, 
Rev. Dr. Samuel Hanson Cox, was a Presby- 
terian clergyman of some distinction. Bishop 
Coxe entered the University of the City of New 
York, and was graduated in the class of 1838. 
Through the influence of maternal relatives 
and social connections he became a member of 
the Episcopal Church while in college, and 
upon the conclusion of his academic course he 
entered the General Theological Seminary, 
from which he was graduated in 1841. He was 
connected successively with St. Ann’s Church, 
Morrisania, N. Y.; St. John’s, Hartford, Conn.; 
Grace Church, Baltimore, Md., and Calvary 
Church, New York City, which he left in 1865 
to accept the office of Assistant Bishop of 
Western New York. In ecclesiastical matters 
Bishop Coxe’s work has been felt in the Old 
World as well as in the New. He had been 
known in literature for more than half a cen- 
tury. His principal literary success as a writer 
of books was achieved by his ‘‘ Christian Bal- 
lads,” published in 1845, and shortly after 
reprinted in Oxford, Eng. This was followed, 
in 1855, by the ‘‘Impressions of England.” 
He wrote a poem on Westminster Abbey and 
‘‘Athanasion” and ‘‘ Saul, a Mystery,” in prose 
and verse. From his earliest years he had 
been a diligent student of ecclesiastical his- 
tory, and especially of the development of the 
Papal system, to which he was a sturdy op- 
ponent. He participated in the Old Catholic 
Congress in Heidelberg, and effected the plac- 
ing of the Gallican work in Paris under the 
care and patronage of the Archbishop of 
Utrecht and the Jansenist Church of Holland.

Bishop Coxe’s other works are: ‘‘Advent and 
Mystery,” 1837; ‘‘St. Jonathan, the Lay of a 
Scald,” 1838; ‘‘Athwold,” 1838—this work was 
suppressed for forty years and then was repub- 
lished in a larger edition ; and ‘‘ The Ladye 
Chace,” 1877. His “Apology for the English 
Bible,” 1854, led to the suppression of those 
new and crude revisions made by the Episcopal 
Bible Society at great cost. 


EDMOND LOUIS ANTOINE HUOT DE GONCouUR? 
died on the 16th inst., at the residence of his 
life-long friend Alphonse Daudet, at Cham- 
prosay, Department of Seine-et-Oise. He was 
porn in Nancy, May 26, 1822, and was joint 
founder, with his brother Jean, of the school 
of naturalistic fiction that has been developed 
in France by Emile Zola and in England by 
Thomas Hardy. It is impossible to write of 
Edmond without including his brother Jean 
(who was born in Paris, December 17, 1830, 
and died there in 1870), for it was in collabora- 
tion chiefly that they are known to the world 
of literature. Though their works of fiction 
are widely known their literary reputation will 
very likely rest on the series of studies on the 
society and art of the eighteenth century in 
France. The following is a list of the works 
of the two brothers: ‘‘ Salon de 1852,” ‘‘ Les 
Mystéres des Théatres,” and ‘‘La Lorette,” 
1853; ‘‘ Histoire de la société francaise pendant

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OLD-BOOK CHAT. 


Tue dissolution of really great libraries is 
still going on. Two more are on the eve of 
dispersal. The celebrated Buoncompagni 
Library, now .housed in the Cenci Palace at 
Rome, and comprising over 70,coo volumes, is 
inthe market. It is rich in incunabula, many 
of the choicer of which ought to find their way 
to this country. The second great library in 
the market is that at Ashburnham Place. 


THE London Athen@um notes that at a re- 
cent sale a record price for an English binding 
was made when the Bunbury copy of the 
seventh edition of Cowley’s works, 1681, real- 
ized £126. ‘*So far as we have been able to 
discover,” the Atheneum says, ‘‘that sum is 
the highest amount yet paid for a volume 
bound by an English binder. The work is un- 
doubtedly an elaborate and remarkable speci- 
men of contemporary bibliopegy by an un- 
known craftsman. The old English morocco 
is covered with a blaze of gilt tooling in panels, 
with designs of flowers and fruits, stars and 
crescents, with centre and corner ornaments in 
yellow and blue. Curiously enough, a pres- 
entation copy of the first edition, with an auto- 
graph inscription from Cowley to Lady Han- 
mer, only realized £6 rss. in the same sale,”’

ZOLA is at work on his new book, ‘‘ Paris,” 
which will conclude the history of the Abbé 
Froment, begun in ‘‘ Lourdes” and continued 
in ‘‘Rome.” It is said to be the author’s in- 
tention on its completion to devote himself to 
dramatic writing, at least for a time.

NOTES ON CATALOGUES. 


THE TYPOTHET# OF THE CITY OF NEW YORK 
has just issued a handsomely printed ‘‘ Cata- 
logue of the books in the Library of the Typo- 
thete.” The collection, as need hardly be 
stated, is composed chiefly of books useful to 
printers. It is especially rich in grammars and 
dictionaries of many languages, encyclopedias, 
concordances, and other works of reference 
and authority useful to the proof-reader. In 
the Bruce collection the library has a rich and 
complete store of works in the department of 
mechanical typography in which the student 
of the ‘‘ art preservative of arts” may trace the 
origin of new styles, the development of new 
fashions, and the passing of old ones in a most 
satisfactory manner. Printing journals in Eng- 
lish, French, and German, with their many 
practical and historical contributions, form an 
important part of the library. The literature of 
printing is represented by upwards of 2000 
volumes. The catalogue was printed at the 
De Vinne Press, which is equivalent to saying 
that it is well done. The edition consists of 
250 copies, of which 25 are on Holland paper.

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LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES, 


THE revived kiosk scheme of Leon A. Klein, 
of which Alderman Noonan, of the city of 
New York, was the aldermanic father, is now 
in the hands of the committees on Law and 
Streets, and an adverse report has been pre- 
pared. 


THE SupREME Court on the 15th inst. de- 
cided against the Philadelphia Board of Edu- 
cation in the suit brought against it by The 
Century Company for $10,000 as payment for 
a contract awarded to the company to furnish 
its ‘‘ Century Dictionary” tothe Board. The 
decision reverses that of the lower court, de- 
livered by Judge Mitchell, and was made with- 
out hearing argument. Itis, therefore, expect- 
ed that a motion for a re-argument will be made 
by the defendant. 


WALTER T. SPENCER, 27 New Oxford Street, 
London, have in press ‘‘ George Cruikshank’s 
Autobiographic Drawings,” comprising 62 
drawings (with incidental notes) prepared by 
Cruikshank for his never-to-be-completed auto- 
biography. The drawings deal mainly with 
incidents in the early life of the artist and his 
friends. The edition will be limited to 200 
copies, of which 100 will be on India paper, 50 
on plate paper, colored by hand, and 50 on 
plate paper plain. They have also in prepara- 
tion ‘‘George Cruikshank’s Portraits of Him- 
self,” by George Somes Layard. The edition 
of this work will consist of 1000 ordinary copies 
and 50 copies on large paper, with an extra 
portrait of Cruikshank by Sir W. Boxall never 
before reproduced. 


CALMAN-LEVY, Paris, has just issued a vol- 
ume entitled ‘‘ Un Roman d’Amour,” the love- 
story being the so-called history of Balzac’s 
courtship of Madame de Hanska. While it 
claims to be absolutely true in every particular, 
the work is considered by careful students of 
Balzac an outrage to his memory. The author 
only knew Mme. de Balzac twenty-five years 
after Balzac’s death, when she had become 
partially demented and had squandered her 
fortune. The facts are distorted and the work, 
however interesting as fiction, entirely unreli- 
able so far as the relations of the characters 
are concerned. The volume also contains an 
essay on the names of Balzac’s characters and 
another on the genesis of one of the best of his 
shorter stories, ‘‘ Un Début dans la Vie.” The 
author is at work on another volume, entitled 
‘*Autour de Honoré de Balzac,” also shortly 
to be published by Calman-Levy. 


Mr. JAMES BOwDEN, managing director of 
Ward, Lock & Bowden, Limited, gave a fare- 
well dinner to the staff of that firm at the Hol- 
born Restaurant, London, on Saturday, June 27, 
on the occasion of his retirement from the man- 
agement of the publishing house with which he 
has been connected fortwenty-five years. The 
entire staff of Warwick House was present, and 
the proceedings throughout were most enthu- 
siastic. Mr. Henry Cooper, as the one who 
had been longest in the service of the firm, 
was selected, on behalf of his fellow-workers, 
to present Mr. Bowden with a handsome Louis 
xv. Bureau. Mr. John Lock, the second direc- 
tor, presented Mr. Bowden with a handsome 
travelling clock, and said he was too much af- 
fected at parting with his colleague to say much.
